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PREFACE 


The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  (CAB)  on  April  23,  1969,  Issued  amendments 
to  the  Economic  Regulations  Part  298-Class1f1cat1on  and  Exemption  of  Air 
Taxi  Operators  to  be  effective  July  1,  1969.  One  of  the  amendments  set 
forth  by  CAB  In  Part  298  required  all  air  taxi  operators  to  register  before 
July  1,  1969,  and  annually  thereafter. 

The  CAB  also  designated  air  taxi  operators  who  perform  scheduled  ser- 
vices as  commuter  air  carriers  and  required  them  to  file  quarterly  reports 
(Form  CAB  298-C)  not  later  than  40  days  after  the  close  of  each  calendar 
quarter.  These  forms  Include  traffic  data,  type  of  aircraft  operated,  and 
their  published  flight  schedules. 

Commuter  air  carriers  as  defined  by  CAB  are  "those  operators  who  per- 
form, pursuant  to  published  schedules,  at  least  five  round  trips  per  week 
between  two  or  more  points,  or  carry  mall."

METHODOLOGY 


Data  for  this  report  were  received  from  180  commuter  air  carrier  opera- 
tors. Tables  have  been  prepared  from  extractions  reported  on  CAB  Form  298-C 
(Schedule  A-1)  "Report  of  Aircraft  Operated"  and  CAB  Form  298-C  (Schedule 
T-2). 


Dollar  values  of  aircraft  utilized  are  obtained  from  the  highest  current 
values  of  the  Aircraft  Bluebook  published  by  the  Aircraft  Dealers  Service 
Association.  These  values  are  determined  on  the  assumption  that  the  air- 
craft has  about  250  hours  airframe  time  for  each  year  since  manufacture,  no 
damage  history,  navigational  equipment  adequate  for  Its  type,  and  engine 
hours  not  exceeding  50  percent  of  recommended  time  between  overhaul. 
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GENERAL 


There  were  180  Commuter  Air  Carriers  who  reported  operations  to  CAB  for 
the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1976,  an  increase  of  4.7  percent  over  last 
year.  The  number  of  aircraft  operated  by  these  carriers  increased  9.3  per- 
cent to  1,043  units  with  an  estimated  value  of  $220,376,070.  Available 
seats  increased  8.4  percent  from  12,706  in  1975  to  13,768  in  1976.  Availa- 
ble cargo  capacity  was  reported  to  be  1,579,804  lbs.  in  1976.  During  this 
three  month  period  there  were  367,591  flights  made  by  this  group,  33.9  per- 
cent above  the  274,547  reported  for  last  year. 

The  tables  show  that  aircraft  manufactured  by  Beech  (294),  Piper  (195), 
and  Cessna  (181)  continue  to  be  the  aircraft  most  utilized  for  this  type  of 
operation.  The  five  most  popular  aircraft  used  by  the  commuters  are:  Beech 
99  (87),  Piper  PA-31  (77),  Douglas  DC-3  (73),  Dehavilland  DHC-6  (61),  and 
Piper  PA- 32  (39). 

The  Southern  region  led  all  other  regions  with  36  operators  and  215  air- 
craft, followed  by  the  Eastern  region  with  31  operators  and  128  aircraft. 
The  20  leading  commuters  operated  381  aircraft  and  accounted  for  36.5  per- 
cent of  the  total  fleet. 

The  tables  showing  passenger  and  crew  seats  are  necessarily  average  or 
median  numbers  since  some  aircraft  have  been  modified  either  to  carry  more 
passengers  than  the  standard  model  or  less  passengers  to  carry  more  cargo. 
The  tables  showing  available  cargo  capacity  use  the  actual  cargo  capacities 
In  pounds  reported  by  the  operators.

GLOSSARY 


The  following  terms  are  used  in  this  publication  and  the  general  defini- 
tions given  here  are  intended  to  help  the  reader  comprehend  the  data  pre- 
sented. Technical  detail  has  been  omitted  from  these  definitions. 

CAB.  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

COMMUTER  AIR  CARRIER  OPERATOR.  An  air  taxi  operator  which:  (1)  performs  at 
least  five  round  trips  per  week  between  two  or  more  points  and  publishes 
flight  schedules  which  specify  the  times,  days  of  the  week,  and  places  be- 
tween which  such  flights  are  performed;  or  (2)  transports  mail  by  air  pur- 
suant to  a current  contract  with  the  U.S.  Postal  Service. 

FAA.  Federal  Aviation  Administration. 

FAA  REGION.  A principal  subdivision  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration 
composed  of  groups  of  states  organized  to  carry  out  FAA  programs  under  the 
executive  direction  of  a regional  director  within  the  specific  geographical 
boundaries. 

FLIGHT.  The  transit  by  an  aircraft  from  a point  of  origin  to  a point  of 
destination. 

HELICOPTER.  See  ROTORCRAFT 
IFR.  Instrument  flight  rules. 

INSTRUMENT  FLIGHT  RULES.  FAR  rules  that  govern  the  procedures  for  conduct- 
ing instrument  flight  (FAR  Part  91). 


ROTORCRAFT.  A heavier-than-air  aircraft  that  depends  principally  on  the 
lift  generated  by  one  or  more  rotors  for  its  support  in  flight  (FAR  Part  1). 


TURBINE-POWERED  AIRCRAFT.  Aircraft  with  either  turbojet,  turbofan,  turbo- 
prop, or  turboshaft  engines. 

TURBOJET  (Turbine-Powered  Aircraft).  Aircraft  operated  by  jet  engines  in- 
corporating a turbine-driven  air  compressor  to  take  in  and  compress  the  air 
for  the  combustion  of  fuel,  the  gases  of  combustion  (or  the  heated  air)  be- 
ing used  both  to  rotate  the  turbine  and  to  create  a thrust-producing  jet. 

TURBOPROP  (Turbine- Powered  Aircraft).  Aircraft  in  which  the  main  propulsive 
force  is  supplied  by  a gas,  turbine-driven  propeller.  Additional  propulsive 
force  may  be  supplied  from  the  discharged  turbine  exhaust  gas. 
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
